.Failure oi the Law lor Transporting Bonded

foods.
Up lo the prc.-ent time there has not been a single

application tiled at the Treasury Department lor iho
privilege of transporting goods without appruise-
meni, under the new law allowing d roct liupuria-
turn to certain inland and seaboard cities. Tne law
wont into effect on the 1st of October, an I explicit
regulations were prepared lor the government of the
railroad companies. The impression seems to pre¬
vail that Secretary Poutwell has made tliern unne¬

cessarily .strict, and, if carried out, would subject the
companies to an expense uoi justified by the amount
oi business lo be done, i he friends of ihe measure

will, therefore, appeal to Congress lor a modifica¬
tion of the law and ask that the Secretary of the
Treasury may be restricted within certain bounds In
enforcing the law. On the other hand, it is main¬
tained by customs officials that the secretary not
only nus not prescribed burdensome or unnecessary
restrictions, but instructed the special agent of the
Treasury Department, who drew up tne rcgulat.ons,
to give tiie companies the greatest latitude consistent
with the good or the service. To this end lie
changed the plans of Acting secretary ltlchardson
in many ways, released the railroad companies from
providing iron cats and simplified the plan pro¬
scribed for locking thein. Secreiary fiou.weil was
anxious the system should be thoroughly tested thiH
season, and before the assembling of Congress, in
order that such changes might be made tu the pre¬
sent law as would be suggested by experience. The
friends of the measure contend tnat there is provi¬
sion made for the appointment of too many salaried
officers at the expense of the railroad companies.
NN bile the Secretary has discretionary authority
he is bound to throw around the transportation of
goods to inland cities such safeguards as the Inter¬
ests of the service demand. If the expense entailed
lu complying with the regulations cannot be
borne oy the railroad companies out of
the profits on their rates of freight,
Western merchants certainly cannot expect
the government to do so. The desire of the Secre¬
tary will not be gratified for this reason, and in his
report to Congress he will not be able to speak ad¬
visedly of the workings oi the system. It Is un¬

derstood, however, tnat he will protest against any
material alteration of the law until it has been
tested, especially against releasing common carriers
from the responsibility of a safe custody of goods
entrusted to them.
Pol licul Troubles in Pennsylvania.Itepnbll-

canism in Danger.
Thejshrewdcst among the Pennsylvania politicians,

It is believed, are averse to the appointment of a

resident of that state to a Cabinet office, it there
were any vacancies among the President's advisers
it might be reasonaole to discuss the political pro¬
priety of restoring to the Keystone Stale a Cabinet
office; but that is uot the way the subject is talked
of. It seems lo be the opinion of knowing ones that
the President is ready to make a vacancy when the
Pcnnsylvauians shall decide upon the man. Western
Pennsylvania is opposed to Senator Cameron's luflu-
euce, and refuses to endorse the policy or the vene-
able Senator. Eastern Pennsylvania republicans do
not believe it to be good policy to cause disaffection in
the ranks or the party; and, while all admit and
realize that something must be done to keep tha
State Intact during the next two years, the way is
not so clear. The number of voting precincts in the
State Is as great as the majority of tins
party, or 15,ooj precincts altogether, and the
tendency seems to be toward decreasing
that majority.mat is, In the opinion of the know¬
ing ones. The President has been warned thnt the
loss ol a single republican vote at each precinct
throughout the State will lo e the electoral vote of
Pennsylvania lor the fcrepubIlean nominee lor the
Presidency in US72. It Is generally conceded that
the only thing that can be done is to give the oiHce
of Commissioner of Internal Revenue to the pre-
s nt Acting Commissioner, J. W. Douglass,
and ti ust to the wisdom of shrewd management
to hold the State within the party at ine next elec¬
tion. Senator Cameron is credited with having
said that it was the greatest misfortune that more

republicans were not deleated for Congress at the
recent election. A lar^e representation without any
influence with this administration would have the
tendency to stir up the apathetic and bring out the
entire republican vote In 1872.

The knglisb Mimiitii Still Vacant.
To-day, in course of conversation, the President

declared that he had not yet selected any successor
to Mr. Motley, anil 011 being askod whether he had
tendered tiie position to any body, replied 111 the nega¬
tive also. He said, moreover, that he intended to
write no more litters to anybody asking acceptance
of any olllce in his gift, lie would first see the par¬
lies uud consult mem bciore making u formal
tender.

Startling Disclosures Regarding the American
Trart Society of Boston.

Hoar the Accounts Have Been Prepared rnd
Coikel.Extravagant Expenditures ar.d Sin-

gulir Mismanagement- The Causes of tho
Beceat Disruption- Ileorganiza'iou or

a General Smash-up Inevitable.

Bosrow, Nov. 17. 187 \
The American Tract Fectcly (of Boston) has been

found fo be In a very rotten condition. Forsomo
months there have been rumors of wrong doings on
the i ait or ihe management, and a satisfactory ex¬
planation being desirable, a counuttt.ee of investi¬
gation w.ia appointed, and ha. tng attended to their
duties, the reault was mado known at a

special meeting held in this city this torenoon. The
report, alter re erring to the organization of the
committee, says that the workings of the Society
during tl:o eleven years of its history, since tt
ceased to he a branch of tlie Society at New York,
ami resumed Itslndopend'mt exlsteuoi, oujht to be
known to enuolc the formation of sound opinions as
to the causes or its present condition, and the needs
of its possible future. Of the Christian character or
its publications and thegood thereby ac o.npllshed
nothing need bo said, its financial ope -at Ions are
all that need consideration. The work of the so¬
ciety has b en theoretically divided luto two depart¬
ments, called the Charitable Department and the
B leiness Department. The total expenditures of
the Charitable Department have been $970,158, Of
this amount $..78,oos has been expended
in what is called charitable work.In grants,
colportage, expenses or army work and
gratuitous distribution; although It is ques¬
tionable whe her co portage, being to a
great extent a business agency, is Wholly charitable.
The expenses of carrying on liiis d cpartmeiit.sec¬
retary and expenses. 26); cost or collection,$97,Mil; all other expenses, including freights on
grants, ocice expenses, half tuc annual report ami
the like, $04,786, amounts to $liu,907, which t.s the
amount expended in <> mo superintendence, colle t-
lng moneys and dlsirtbntlng ihe publications given
away.a little more than twenty-four per cent ol ail
donations and legacies and an annual average of

u,u>0. The Ileal item of tot it salaries is included$lt
in other Items, but is lo re given separately lor Infor¬
mation. It excludes the salaries of colporteurs, but
Includes the salaries and expen-es ol all other offi¬
cios, including that of Mr. Alvord, who was then a
secretary, and nominally stationed at. New York,
though actually an del ached s rvlce. It amounts to
$127,143 paid l'or person 1 service and personal ex¬
penses. being a little more than .25 of alt i lie receiptsof tnis department, and an annual average of
$11,648 for salaried officials, excluding colporteurs.Including colporteurs, the amount pu d lor salaries
and personal expenses is $187,771, an auuual aver¬
age for personal service or $13,4:13.
The question is still a debatable one how far the

charitable contributions should be chanted with
such expenses while disbuised by a publishing
house. If there were no publication department the
chanties must necessarily bear their owu charges.
An economical amount seeuis therefore proper. In
l8«o the report said:."We nope so to conduct our
business affairs that the whole amount given in the
current collections of the char.ties and In legacies
shall go lor gratuitous distributions." This hope
has proved fallacious. The cost of collecting agen¬
cies seems unfortunately high.$07,801 for col¬
lecting donations to the amouut of $191,209, and
lor what Influence tney may have liaj in securing
bequests of $104,711. Possibly th s expense was
Indispensable. But if the charities are to bear this
great expense It seems bur. fair that they should
have the profits on the publications they buy of the
business department.
The data given by officers as to the co<t of books,

and ttie terms of sale to tbc charitable department,
show that more than $70,000 profit has been made
by the bustucss department over the cost of its sates
to the charitable department. But had this amount
been credited to the charitable department, the so¬
ciety would have been Insolvent years ago. In any
case, it is worthy nf recollection that the business
expenses of this society have been relieved or at
least the support of one secretary (of two while it
bad ene In New York,, all the district secretaries
(twotnlrds of the Western secretaries, agents,
lreight of grants (three-eighths ol all the puoiica-
tions, and nciden al exp-nses of this department-
all of which have been paid out or donations and
legac.es.
The iuerease and decrease of donations deserves

not ce. The year previous to the separation from
New York the donations had been $15,2ot> 63, to
which sum donations hud fa.ten from $29,239 03 in
I860. The first year ol separate work showed an
increase of nearly $2,000: the next year more than
H.uou additional. At the date or tt.» meeting in
18C1 -war had cammeneed. The society appealed for
help In distributing publications In the army and
navy, and was answered bv an Increase of nearly
$19,000, near y $is,ooo or which was specially de¬
signated by tne donors as l'or army work. In 1m;:1
ihe donations increased a few hundred dollars,
licv. Mr. Alvord's admirable work In the army,
with that ol otnurs, soon became appreciated, aud
1804 showed a further increase of nearly $10,0o0.
Tne war ended aud donations diminished more
Mian $7,090. although the special efforts of
Congregationalists lu other directions in that year
probably assisted in this diminution. But at that
date the work among the freedrnen had assumed
great importance. This Society entered zealously
into that work, and the report of lt>07 showed an
increase of nearly $17,uOX But the whole of It dis¬
appeared in 18<»8. The rreedmen's work had lost
its novelty, while others, with superior facilities, had
entered into it. In .8CU collecting agents had been
withdrawn. In pursuance oi ihe agreement tempo¬
rarily existing with the Society at New York; aud
ttie regular donation'" had lallen from $41,380 26 in
18JH to $18,288 43 in 18',9. But the loss was partially
made good by the subscriptions of $11,92191 to a
special Dublin tract lund. In the uncertainly as th
tne status and policy of the Society, the donations
in 187o had 'mien to $9,64133, wuu un additional
Dublin tract fund or «r>l i<\
The legacies, avevaglog Considerably above the

average of the ten years next previous to Uio sepa¬
ration, hate not Kept pace, either in increase or de¬
crease, with the annual donations, 'ihe uncertainty
nf date i of nequest renders a uilnute comparison of
Little value.

'Ihey iurthei suggest such amcuumeuta
to the constitution as shall carry their recommenda¬

A minority report, s mailtted by rtev. A. H. Quint,

one oi the committee, favored the directing of tne
Executive Coin inn lee to discontinue all salaries ex¬
cept an agent's, lor the present; close up the busi¬
ness; turn aluts us.-ots into money as fast as practi¬
cable; pay its dews; invest the remainder, and ail
vested legacies; and annually make grants o. tbo
income and any donations, wiunmt expense, ac¬
cording to the original understood pledge; und,
finally, transfer tne whole pouliar field for the
workings of such a society ti the organization in
New Vurk.

After discus-sing at length tho report or the com-
mn iee and flnaucial aiiairs the society 11 ually de¬
ad 'd to coutume its oigauntation.
The ilrst article In tlie bylaws was adopted.

sion in the second article that a majority of the Exe-
cutive committee should consist of laymen.
The motion was carried, and the article as amended

adopted.

CHAmCILLOR CROSBY'S INAORATiON.
Addresses of Welcome from the Faculty of the
C;ty of Now York.A Large Audience Honors
the Ocoaiion.The Fair Sez Smiling on

the Wise Old Hen.Bits of History-
Alma Hater Proud of Her Sons.

The Inauguration or the Rev. Howard Crosby, D.
D., as Chancellor of the University of the City of New
York, which took place last evening in the theatre of
the Young Men's Christian Association Building,
was impressive and interesting. As is usual on
occasions m this city when the cause of edu¬
cation is to be advanced, the audience was
large, the theatre being well fliled. The
fair sex was brilliantly represented by many ladles
well known in aristocratic circles, among them also
being several of those ot repute in literature and the
fine arts. At half-past seven o'clock the procession
was Torinea at the principal entrance, and then, to tue
music of an excellent band, a number of aged, ven¬
erable gentlemen, some with feeble steps and snow-
white hair, proceeded down the aisle to the
stage. Among them was the famed Professor
Morse, the discoverer of the eleotrtc telegraph, and
who, in bringing his great discovery to perfection,
spent many a weary hour In one of the turrets of
the University Building in Washington square. This
venerable old man was the observed of all observers.
There were present Henry T. Tuckerman, Professer
Mairn, Professor Daniel R. Jacques, Judge Lewis B.
Woodruff, Win. Tracy, President Barnard, of Colum¬
bia College, ex-Chancellor Ferris, Edwin H. Owen,
Benjamin U. Field, General John A. Foster, Charles
Boulter, Dr. William Lcay, William R. Martin, Peter
Cooper, William Allen Butler and Charles Tracey.
Dr. Crosby occupied a seat on the left of the Chair¬
man, Mr. Charles Butler, who, after a prayer by ex-
Ctiunceller Ferris, opened the proceedings by
an address on behalf of the Council of the Univer¬
sity. Tue University, he said, was founded in 1830,
when the population of the city was only 200,000.
The cltv then had only Columbia College, which was
partly maintained by aid of the State and partly by
private benefaction, and was entirely Inadequate to
the educational requirements of the time. To meet
tne deficiency several leading citizens laid tne foun¬
dation of the University ot the city of New Yorx,
and had it incorporated by the Legislature
in April, 1831. It was under the control of
the Mayor and Common Council ol the
citv, and was on a bads alto-tether unsectartan.
In its darkest days, from 1837 to 1840, Its mends
remained by It, and it stands to-day a monument to
their energy and fidelity in the cause or education.
It had received from Rufus Andrews the sum of
$100,ouo. ami with not very muon more it would be
able to open Its doors to all, a free iustitutlon. The
speaker then reviewed the claims of Dr. Crosby
to the honor of being the fourth Chancellor
or the Uuivers.ty, complimenting that gentle¬
man very highly on his learning, Christian
sympathies and zeai. lie then Handed to hun the
resolutions of the Council appointing him Chancellor

t.Ao.i ofHin iinlvorattv. !>r flrnahv rpr.pivi>fl thoand head of the University. Dr. Crosby received the
resolutions standing amid the applause of the audi¬
ence. Next came an address by Professor E. A.
Johnson, LL.D.. welcoming the new chancellor on
behalf of the Faculty ol Letters and Arts. He wel¬
comed him, he said, to this great academic trust for
the reason that the Ottanceil >r ot the University was
one of her own sous an.l because he knew froru
the great experience that Chancellor Crosby
had had, In academic affairs as well as la tae
broader field of ministerial labor, that the ampler
scope now afforded Ulin would redound to the ad¬
vantage ot the university. Then followed the con¬
gratulations of the Faculty of Medlclno, which were
offered by Professor Alfred C. Cost, M. D., who
spoke of tne distinguished sons of the University in
every walk or life, especially of Professor Morse and
l'rolessor Draper, the former of whom had given the
electric telegraph to the world and the latter that
great blessing to the poor, the adaptation of da-
guerrean art to the taking of portraits. It was also
their University that nrst had introduced the ad¬
mirable system ol clinical lectures within the walls
ol the college, a method of teaching which has since
been productive of so intich good. He remembered
jue time when it was very difficult, in fact, illegal,
go io study anatomy, for It was illegal to procure ttie
subjects upon winch to deiuonsiraie. The credit
was due to the University of inducing the Legisla¬
ture 10 afford ample lacllities for this department ol
medical study, though the con;esslon was granted
only after much continuous exertion, owing to the
prejudices of the people. They bad now three thou¬
sand graduates from their sotiool scattered over ail
parts 01 the world, In Europe, Asia, Alnca aud
America. He trusted the University would grow
npace with the growiu of the city, the population of
winch was vet destined to be counted bv
millions, and tendered u> uio new Chancellor
the respect and welcome ot the Faculty
of Medicine. From tne Faculty of Law an
address was read next by lleury R. Davlcs,
wiio assured the < lianceilor mat in his future career
as head of I heir institution the Faculty of the Law
would ever stu.aln him Hi all niB elTorts. Then lol-
lowed the welcome ot the Faculty of Science, de¬
livered by Professor Henry Draper. M. D., wuo said
that eighteen rears ago he was lu the clans or the
Chancellor, and lie believed that la the future the
relations winch had since existed between them
would remain unchanged. It was pialu that the
world had moved around, therefore he thought
the system of educatlou which might havo
answered all purposes In times gone by
would not now be suitable, llut It was a ddtlcuit
matter to chance the currtonlnm of the University,
and the delicate tusk devolved upon the Chancellor.
In this undertaking the Council would ussist him
with its ever generous aid. The University must bo
up with the people. It the feast were not spread tlio
people would not come to It. There must be some¬
thing wrong when a merchant would say lie
could not lake into his othce a college boy.
He looked forward to the time when all
branches of knowledge wunlet be taught in the Uni¬
versity, no mutter how abstract, .lohn Taylor John¬
ston then, on behalf of the Alumni Association,
made a brief address, alter which Chancellor
Crosby, amid great applause, rose to deliver h.s
Inaugural oration. The c huncellor traced the h.s-
tory of universities from Oxlord and Cambridge and
l'uuuu, the oldest In the world, down to what ought,
to constitute o uulverslty at the preseut time. He
explained tlie meaning of thcdinerent academical
terms, Laehelor, doctor, Ac,, and showed how it came
to pass tuat universities have taken their present
lorui of schools of arts, scleuco. medicine and law.
He disabused the audience of the idea that In the
monasteries of the Middle Ages there was the lazi¬
ness usci'iiied to ihem. and eulogized those scats uf
learning us ike preservers of lore that wsultl have

been loHt were it not lor their exlst neo. In
Hpeukinit of the educational iiiHtitutioiiH im thin
count r.v he did not think they lmd
Hlw.n <1 li'jrner than the rank of coilepi a.
The t liancelior'B ndilie a wn« apirlteci mid profound,
and cloned wlih an acknowledgment of the greeting
nnd cor.Rr.iuiu tlorm he liml r cclved dniinir ttio
eveuin , and an invocation to the Almighty (or aid
in tula new work before him. 'Ihe proceedings
closed with a benedlctlcn by tne liev.
